GOODING — Gooding County now 
has three rural health clinics that are 
Medicare and Medicaid certified. 

That means that the doctors who work in 
them don’t get shortchanged for practicing 
in a rural area and that health care is more 
available to Gooding County residents 
than it might otherwise be. 

The three facilities — Dr. R.E. Short 
_Rurpl Hbalth Clinic, Dr. D O. Smith Rural 
-Hihilth'efinitrund^GC'MH'RunilrHcalth- 
Clinic — are unique to Idaho after being 
established through Gooding. County 
Hospital. 

The hospital obtained a Rural Health 
Transition Grant to help' set up the 
program that organizers say will help 
make Medicare 1 , and Medicaid 


reimbursements for tocnl doctors more 
equitable. . 

In. the piist, a doctor in Gooding was 
paid less by the federal government than a 
doctor in Bbisc for the same procedure. 

“This will help equalize it u bit and will 
liclp recruit more physicians as well," said 
Michael Piper, an administrator at 
Gooding County I iospital. • 

“There arc about five rural health clinics 
in Idaho, but none (of the others) are 
hospital affiliated." he said. 

'fo qualify for the program, the area 
-must-havtr-a-shortage-of-heaUh-cttre- 
workers. And clinics must also employ 
mid-leVcl practitioners, either a 
physician's assistant or it nurse 
practitioner. - - 

Hie advantages of the program, as seen 
by adininistra%irs-of the hospital, arc 
increased reitnbursement to rural 


physicians and rural hospitals. Officials at 
the hospital say that in the past these 
groups have been shortchanged compared 
to their urban counterparts. 

Hospital administrators sny liic program 
will increase access to care us a result of 
added mid-level pructitiqncr care..

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
ordered the nation’s long-distance 
telephone companies to provide ser- 
vices thut allow. hearing- and speech- 
impaired people to better communi- 
cate by phone line. 

Although sonic “telecommunica- 
tions relay services" arc in place, 
‘ there haye been no nationwide-stan- 
dard, said Linda Dubroff of. the FCC. 

"It ’s a patchwork quill," she said L 


Devices now commonly in use al- 
low -people with, specialized equip- 
ment to communicate by phone only 
with someone having compatible 
equipment. 

Under the new rules, people with 
hearing and speech disabilities could 
communicate with a hearing person 
by typing messages that a trained op- 
erator would then relay. - 
A cull’s contents would he confi- 
dential. 


The companies have until July 26, 
1993. to provide the services, which 
must be life "Turiciionul- equivalent" 
of services fd'r those without hearing 
or speaking disabilities.
